From July. 1 it will cost more to 
get married at a synagogue. The 
fees for the Chief Rabbi's Authorisa- 
tion Certificate will then rise from 
£4 4s. to £6 6s. 

This step has been taken by the 
Chief Rabbinate Councid in an effort 
to wipe out the annual £2,500 deficit 
of the Chief Rabbinate and the Chief 
Rabbi's Office. 

A Council officer told Tae 
CHRONICLE that almost. since — the 
inception of the fund raised to meet 
the expense of the Chief Rabbinate, 
there has been a steadily increasing 
overdraft. 

London Jewish couples needing 
marriage authorisation certificates are 
not the only people who will be 
affected by this 50 per cent rise in 
fees. The provinces will also have 
to pay the extra costs—particularly in 
Manchester, Leeds; and Glasgow and 
other centres which contribute 
towards the cost of the Chief Rab- 
binate.

SERMON _FOR THE WEEK 


SACRED SEASONS 


And Moses declared unto the 
children of Israel the appointed 
seasons of the Lord. 


(Leviticus xxiti, 44.) 


HERE are two ways of 
interpreting the value of the 
Sabbath and Festivals. The 
first is man-orientated. Thus Pass- 
over is said to emphasise that man 


is free, that he must not -be 
enslaved by others. Tabernacles 


is an opportunity. for man to 
rejoice in the good things of life. 
The Sabbath is an opportunity for 


-man to rest from his labours and 


it helps to preserve the Jewish 
people. Achad Ha’Am belonged to 
this school of thought when he 
said that more than Israel kept the 
Sabbath the Sabbath kept Israel. 

The second interpretation is God- 
orientated. Passover teaches that 
man is free to become a servant 
of the Most High, Tabernacles 
that man should rejoice in Him. 
The Sabbath was given that man 
should recognise God as Creator 
of the- world and all that is in it. 
with the corollary. that man should 


love Him -and delight in His_ 


worship. 


NOW there can be no doubt that 
- the values represented by the 
first: interpretation are very real 


and that the Holy-days of the 


Jewish year do have: the purely 
human and -utilftarian effects 
claimed for them. The Jew who 
celebrates Passover has a greater 
appreciation. of freedom. Taber- 
nacles does afford us.a means of 
learning to count our blessings and 
rejoice in our. poftion. The Sab- 


bath is a day of healthy recreation 


and recuperation and. those who 
keep it are, on the whole, “ better 


off,” ‘in a material ‘sense, 
than those who do not. For all 


that, it is the second interpretation 
that-is both true to Jewish history 
and in accord with the realities. of 
human. existence.

PRESSING PROBLEM 
OF ALGERIAN JEWS 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The problem of the Jews in Algeria 
was now of considerable importance, 
said Mr. H. A. Goodman, during a 
discussion on the events in North 
Africa, at a meeting on Tuesday of. 


the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 


Association held at Woburn House, 
W.C. He suggested that this was 
perhaps the time to send an A.J.A. 
delegation to North Africa. 


Mr. Goodman said that the prob- 
lem of 130,000 Jews in Algeria was 
one of the biggest before them. 

It was clear, he said, that some 
sort of understanding would 
reached between General de Gaulle 
and the F.L.N., and it should include 
the right of Jews to opt for French 
or Algerian nationality and to have 
freedom to emigrate, if they wished, 
whether to Israel, France, orf 
America, 

He urged the A.J.A. to send a 
delegation to. Morocco, which could 
then extend its visit. to include 
Algeria. “ The A.J.A, is the best type 
of organisation to go. There is no 
moment more vital than now.” 

Mr. D. Sandelson, Chairman of the 


External. Affairs Committee, said 


that A.J.A. representatives would 
shortly meet. a-representative of the 


Central Council of Jewish Organisa-i+- 
‘tions. to. discuss the advisability of 


such a ‘delegation. 

The newly re-elected President, Mr 
R. .N. Carvalho, spoke of the 
* heartening. decision of the British 
Government to give retrospective. tax 
exemption to victims of Nazism resi- 
dent'in. the: U.K. who. are receiving 


‘annuities. from the West ~German 


Government. “It is typical of the 
nice,-decent way that affairs are con- 
ducted in this country,” hé- said.

Brith he had found “something for 
which 1. have always -yearned,”’ 
namely, the ability to express a point 
of yiew on controversial things on 
which one felt deeply in the Anglo- 
Jewish community without, however. 
impairing personal relations and feel- 
ings of loyalty among. the vocifer- 
ously contending parties. 


He also spoke on the problem of 
how long Honorary Officers. should 
remain in office, and recalled that 
during his own term of office as Presi- 
dent of the Representative Council 
of Manchester and Salford Jews he 
had introduced a rule to limit the 
term of this office to not more than 
three years. Asa result, not only 
had more people been given a chance 
of leadership and responsibility but 
the Council: was also able today ‘to 
draw on .the experience of several 
former Presidents. “I hope that 
other. communal organisations .may 
follow. that example,” he said. 


Recognition 


Alderman Moss was Critical of the 
way Anglo-Jewry was treating Jewish 
communal workers. “Their work 
within our own community. receives 
very little recognition and .apprecia- 
tion,” he stated. “But as soon. as 
one of us receives somé high position 
within the wider community - or 
obtains some honour from it. he is 
immediately hailed in our own ranks, 
and only then is he given the honours 
he had earned.” 

In that respect, the B’nai B'rith 
award was something new. It was 
a recognition of merit for public ser- 
vice in their own ranks. 


The Chief Rabbi said that in the 
course of his tasks he tried to 
practise some of the principles of 
the Bnai B’rith,.“ but it is quite 
possible that its award will have 
to pass me by, because I am asso- 
ciated in the minds of some people 
with the image of one who does not 
seem to promote the communal unity 
of which so much has been said 
tonight. Perhaps I ought not to be 
a member of the B'nai B'rith, as I 
do not subscribe to the idea that we’ 
should try to water down differences 
and thus produce a neutral, opaque 
kind of community. I feel strongly 
that we should hold very firm con- 
victions on the religious as well as 
other aspects of Jewish life.”

School movement's finance™ 


By a Correspondent 


The accounts of the Jewish Secon- 
dary Schools Movement for the year 
to April 30, 1960, have just been 
published and show a state of affairs 
that must be a severe headache to 
those responsible for managing the 
movement's finances. 

One way or another, the moye- 
ment owed over £86,000 and the year 
under. review showed a final deficit 
of nearly £6,000. Unless some extra 
sources. of income can be_ tapped, 
there seems to be no possibility of 
paying off any indebtedness. Under 
such conditions it is inevitable that 
expenditure on salaries and ameni- 
ties has to be pruned to a 
dangerously low level. 

Thus £365 on the maintenance of 
six schools, even allowing for the 
internal repairs paid for by their 
respective councils at the two aided 
schools, suggests a very inadequate 
outlay. 

The accounts ir aided and non- 
aided schools together and make it 


impossible to disentangle the figures 
for. the individual schools. The loss 
for the year was swollen by £1,609

Krausz. 

The foundation-stone was laid by 
Mr. Hyman Cash, who also unveiled 
a tablet in memory of his parents 
and other members of his family 
who were killed by enemy action. 

Speakers at the reception included 
the Mayor of Finchley, Councillor 
W. G. Hart; Mr. -N. Vogel, President 
of the Synagogue; Mr. H. D. Rosen- 
thal, Vice-President; and Mr. A, J.

When Mr. Harvey Niman Nor- 
ton presided at Sunday’s annual 
meeting of the Glasgow Hebrew 
Burial Society he set up 
a record, 
time since the Society’s foundation 
in 1907 that an office-bearer had 
completed 22 years’ service as a 
member of the Executive. 
He was appointed Treasurer in 
1938, and held that office until 
eleven years ago. when he was 
elected Chairman. 
_ The Society’s remarkable expan- 
sion and development. are due in 
large measure to Mr. Norton’s 
governance of its affairs. Mem- 
bership has more than doubled 
| since 1940, standing today at 
| over 2,700 families, comprising 
some 10,500 individuals and con- 
stituting about 75 per cent of the 

local Jewish population. It claims 
| to be the largest society -of its 
kind outside the Metropolis. 

Last year Mr. Norton initiated 
a scheme whereby income from 
box collections at the ceme- 
tery is allocated for the pro- 
vision of memorial stones to 
individuals whose families were 
unable to erect them, In recog- 
nition of his servicés to the 
Society he was appointed Hon.

BURIAL SCHEME’S

Satisfaction at: the widespread 
development of the. scheme the 
inter-availability of. burial rights was 
expressed by Mr, Harvey N. Norton, 
when he presided at. the 55th annual 
meeting of the Glasgow. Hebrew 


Burial Society, which was held in the 


offices of the organisation, Rutherglen 
Road, on Sunday. 

Mr. Norton stated that the project, 
which was first brought forward by 
the. Society five years ago, was of 
vital importance to the entire Jewish 
community, many. provincial 
communities, in: addition to London 
were now affiliated to the scheme. 

The President also said that a start 
had been made with the scheme for 
the provision of memorial stones on 
the graves of people in the Glenduft- 
hill: Cemetery,: whose families were 


not in.a position to carry this out. 


The cost of this. scheme would be 
defrayed by collections taken at the 
cemetery. He added that plans. were 
under consideration for the acquisi- 
tion of additional ground at Glenduff- 
hill.for bunal. purposes. 


In his report Mr: Leonard Shenken, 


Treasurer, stated that there was a 
surplus of £1,012. .. This was a 
decrease from the previous year, and 
was due to the increased number of 
calls’ on the: Society’s services. The 
number of cases dealt with was 130. 
This was the highest in the: history 
of the Society.

It was on September 12, 1939, that 
Germans arrived in her home town 
of Wielicza, Poland, Mrs. Lichtmann 
said. -They rounded up 32 Jewish 
men, her father among them, and 
took them away in a truck. | 

“I ran with my sister-in-law after 
the truck and we came to a small 
wood.” Looking directly at Eich- 
mann, she continued: “All the Jews 
who had been taken were lying dead 
on the ground, my father among 
them. They had all been shot and 
laid owt in groups of five. I> kissed 
my he was as cold as ice, 
although he was taken away only an 
hour before, because he: had bled so 
profusely.” 

Mrs. Lichtmann said she fled to 
Crakow, but Germans sealed off the 
Jewish quarter, plundered houses, 


-and shot and beat up the Jews. She 


moved again, and Jews gave all their 
furs, jewellery, and. other valuables 
to the Germans in return for 
promises that they would not be 
deported. | 
“But we were: dragged from our 
homes, and the sick, the weak, and 
those who could not run immediately, 
were shot in the market square or. in 
bed,” she said. . Made te run the 
gauntlet between rows. of German 
soldiers armed with sticks and whips, 
the survivors were shut up ina 
hangar at an aircraft factory. | 
“Many of us went 
minds,” Mrs. Lichtmann. continued. 
“If one tried to melt a piece of snow 
for a thirsty. child, one had to pay 
with rings. or jewels. If anyone left 


the hangar—even with permission—. 


they were shot after a few steps.” 

Judge Landau. interrupted gently : 
“You must have been a young girl 
then.” Mrs. Lichtmann replied with 
pride : “1 was in my twenties, and .a 
married woman.” 


Burned alive 


People moved uneasily in_ their 
seats and there were sharp intakes of 
breath as Mrs. Lichtmann went on to 
tell of what she saw from a cottage 
window in Poland one afternoon in 
1941. 

The Nazis brought out on a hill- 
side 20 aged Orthodox Jews, dressed 
in their talisim and carrying prayer 
They were ordered to chant 
hymns and lift their hands in supphi- 
cation to God. 

“Then officers went up to them 
and poured paraffin over them, and 
set them alight. The Jews — their 
hands still high in supplication —were 
burned to death,” said Mrs. Licht- 
mann. 

On a forced march from Dubienka 
afterwards, guards shot a grand- 
father, carrying in his arms a para- 
lysed child who cried out: “shoot 
me first.” Then they they the child. 
she added. |

Have you any money?’ they asked. 
We gave them our money but one of 
us Kept some which the Germans 
found in his pocket. * Undress,’ they 
ordered. 

~ Then they beat us up for. fifteen 
minutes, taking turns in the beating 
and laughing all the time. They 
ordered us to bend our knees and 
sing Hebrew songs.” In a faint voice 
he added: “We sang the Hatikvah.. 
One of my friends fainted twice .. . 
the beatings were brutal.” 

The court decided to admit 
affidavits from three living former 
Nazis, but said that the defence must 
be enabled to examine the men. The 
affidavits were made by Herr Eber- 
hard von Thadden, a former German 
Foreign Ministry official concerned 
with Jewish Matters, Dr. Wilhelm 
Hoettl, former S.S. officer and intelli- 
gence agent, and former S.S. Colonel, 
W. Huppenkoethen. 

Earlier, Mr. WHausner submitted 
some of the 35 German documents 
which, he said, would “prove the 
decision taken for the physical exter- 


of the accused in this chapter.” 

One of these documents was an 
invitation, sent by Security Police 
Chief Reinhard Heydrich calling 
Nazi officials to a conference on the 
Jewish question in Berlin in January, 
1942. The invitation gave the agenda 
Che Final Solution, with Break- 
ast.”

every morning for. forced labour. 
They had to say “Good morning, 


Mr. Mayor,” and the mayor would 
‘reply, “Good morning, pigs.” -Then 


he would go among them and beat 
them with a whip. | 

At other times Germans would 
force Jewish married couples in the 
ghetto to change partners and have 
sexual intercourse in front of their 
children. They dragged Jews from 
their homes and forced them to run 
races.. The five who came in last in 


‘each race were “ hanged in public on. 


orders from Berlin for  shirking 
work,”. Mr, Zablodowicz said. 

He also told the court how he was 
beaten with a lead-tipped cat-o’-nine- 
tails and tortured with an electrical 
apparatus for refusing to inform on 
fellow Jews who had listened to 


foreign radio stations. 


Asked about the treatment of sick 
people, he said the Gestapo ordered 


all mvalids to register for treatment | 


at a sanatorium. “People suspected 
nothing and registered. . . . One day 
they were all taken and shot dead.” 

Later he described a railway statron 
scene on the day Jews were taken to 
the death camp of Auschwitz. 

“We were standing im queues 
when a German spoke to a woman 
who held in her arms a’‘baby a few 
months old. The baby was wailing 
and the woman. refused to hand over 
her child. But. the. German spoke 
politely and gently,.so fearfully she 
gave him the baby. He took tt’and 


hurled it. on the pavement. . .. it 
lived no more. ... The mother. could 
not even sob... .” 
While the witness was stil in the 
box. Mr. Hausner submitted two 
copies of 1942 orders from Gestapo 
headquarters, signed by . Eichmann, 
for executions of Jews in Ciechanow. 
One of these orders, said Hausner, 


said: “The Jews should be executed 


in the presence of members of their 
own race. | ask to be notified of the 
implementation. of thts order.”

When Mrs. Zuckerman had given 
evidence, her husband, Yitzhak, one 
of the leaders of the Warsaw Ghetto 
underground, went into the. witness 
box. Known in the underground as 
“ Antek.”” ginger-moustached, 46-year- 
old Mr. Zuckerman related how he 
was taken with a group from the 
ghetto to a labour camp where they

WHY BRITAIN IS NOT 
REPRESENTED | 
F rom our Parliamentary

Britain's decision not to be 
officially represented at the Fichmann 
trial was questioned by Dr. Alan. 
Thompson (Labour, Dunfermline) im 
the House of Commons on Wednes- 
day. He asked whether the Govern- 
ment received an. invitation from the 
Israel Government to send an official 
observer to the trial, and what reply 
Was sent. 

Mr. J. B. Godber, ‘Under-Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, replied, “ Alf 
missions. in -Israel were 
informed some time ago that they - 
should: apply to the Ministry. of 
loreign Affairs if they wished a per- 
manent seat at the trial-to be reserved: 
for them. We were.later told infor- 
mally that seats at the trial could be 
provided for legal. observers. We 
decided on practical grounds, in view 
of. the full Press coverage which the 
trial would receive, not to take up 
either. offer.” 

Dr. Thompson: “In view of. the 
overwhelming importance of this 
trial. in. view of the centribution 
Britain made to the ending of a tragic 
era which ‘this trial represents; and in 
view of its importance to-Israel and 
humanity at large, it would have been 
more sensible if Britain’ had followed 


the example of nearly every other 
Government’ in the world and 
accepted this invitation.” 

Mr. Godber replied: “I do not 


think attendance at this trial has any 
implication ‘on that. Our position is’ 
abundantly clear and | do. not think 
merely attending the trial would have 
made any difference.”

The man who saved I 6,000 lives

As the gruesome story of -human 
degradation and bestiality unfolds 
itself at the Eichmann trial, ‘man is 
occasionally redeemed by the acts of 
a few individuals. . | 

The court heard evidence about 
one such individual a British official 
in Prague, who managed during a few 
crucial months to save nearly 16,000 
people. by getting them out of the 
country before Eichmann could catch 
them. More than half. of them were 
Jews. 

He -is Robert J. Stopford, 
who was first sent. to Czechoslovakia 
as a member of the Lord Runciman 
Mission im 1938. He returned there 
again after. the Munich Conference 
which gave the Sudetenland over to 
the Germans: His. position was that 
of British liaison. officer to. the Czech 
Government. on matters of -refugees 
from Sudetenland and his task was to 
arrange their: emigration ‘if. their 
safety in the country was in danger. 


_ ‘To carry out his mission, Mr. Stop- 


ford was given diplomatic status and 
the sum of £4 million by the British 
Government. . 

This week in the quiet Hampshire 
Liss. to which. he has 
retired, Mr, Stopford, now 65, 
recalled these far-away days. He 


a tall, handsome and very kindly 


man, to whom sudden publicity came 
both as a surprise and an embarrass- 
ment. 

He said: “One. of the principles 
which | laid down with the- Czech 
Government in the operation of the 
scheme was that assistance in emigra- 


tion must be made available to every . 


one in need regardless of his religion 
or political convictions. This pro- 
vision was included specially to cover 
Jews since we feared that the Nazis 
might exert pressure not to let them 


Settlement aid 


Mr. Stopford stated that the num- 
ber of people who had succeeded in 
leaving Czechoslovakia under his 
scheme had. been about 16,000. He 
had had the difficult job of finding 
countries willing to take them and to 
provide such emigrants with the fares 
for the journey as well as with £200 
per family (or individual, if he was on 
his own) to help them settle down in 
their newly found homes. | 

Under an agreement between the 
Czech Government and the Jewish 
Agency one-eighth of his fund— 
£500.000--had been put aside 
specially for those Jewish emigrants 
(at least some 2,500) who had certifi- 
cates to enter Palestine. 

After March 1939 (when — the 
Germans marched into Prague and 
set up the Czech “ protectorate ”) 
Mr. Stopford had to negotiate with 
Gestapo officials as well, for their 
approval had been necessary for the 
legal emigration from the truncated 
country.

“Why.” he asked Jacob Gurfein, 
of Sannok, East Galicia, “why did 
you not protest,. but board the 
train to Belzec death camp?” “ We 
had no strength left,” was the reply.

“Fifteen thousand people were 
standing there facing hundreds of 
‘guards—why didn’t you revolt and. 
charge these guards,” Hausner asked 
Dr. Moshe Belsky, now a Tel Aviv 
magistrate, when he described the 
public hanging ‘of a boy of 15. The 
witness found it difficult to explain. 
“TI cannot, today, after 18. years, 
describe the fear; this was sheer 
terror, gazing at the boy being hanged 
and hearing his pleas for mercy. (The 
boy was hanged twice, because the 
rope broke.) Thete was possi- 
bility of reacting, and even if, there 
had been, where could we have gone 
to? Near us a thousand Poles were 
killed, and if they had escaped they 
had their homes to go to. .I doubt 
whether anyone could succeed in find- 
ing reasons today, because I -cannot 
describe to the court the conditions. 
which then. existed,” 


Mr. Hausner put a similar ques- 


tion to Dr. Leon Wells in. respect 
of the massacre of 2.000 people at 
Yanowska camp. “ Tell me.” he said, 
“there weren't many guards for 2.000 
people; why did they go forward to 
be shot; why didn’t they resist to the 
extent of injuring. their. murderers 
before they were: killed.?” 

“ First. of all, the 2,000. were not 
together; they came in groups of. 40 
or 50, with enough guards for each 
group. But secondly, in the begin- 
ning one always had something to 
lose, a family to. worry about. But 
nobody. cared any more. 
Almost everyone was. the last of his 
family,.and why be tortured longer ? 
—torture was much more real to 
these people than death, because life 
no Jonger had any meaning.”

“Before Eichmann arrived in 
Mr. Stopford recalled, “I 
dealt with a high-ranking Gestapo 
officer who was quite helpful. Even 
more helpful than he himself knew. 
For each time he would cross a 
name. off the - list. of would-be 
emigrants which 1 submitted to him, 
1 would know that this person was in 
immediate danger. Unable .to help 
such a. person officially | would direct 
him to the underground channels of 
escape which we operated by volun- 
teers from. the British Relief Com- 
mittee.. Some of the moneys at my 
disposal also found their way. to the 
underground,” 


When. Eichmann. had arrived in 


Prague, Mr. Stopford said, “ things 
got much tougher,” although -at that 
Stage his Jewish policy had still been 
that of forced emigration. 

Mr. Stopford has preserved a con- 
fidential report which the Jewish 
Agency representative had sent him 
in July, 1939. This contains the fol- 
lowing passage: “A decisive crisis 
took place a week ago. The Director 
of the Department for Jewish Affairs 
in the Gestapo in Vienna, Herr Eich- 
‘mann, came to Prague and is now 
regulating the Central 
Jewish Emigration. He declared that 
during next year 60,000 Jews must 
emigrate from the Protectorate and 
that everything here will follow the 
Austrian pattern. In a cynical way 
he said: ‘I have informed the lowish 
Agency (in Vienna) that I will place 
the bones of Theodor Herz] at its 
disposal if the Agency will give me 
more certificates for Vienna’ ” The 
report also stated that Eichmann’s 
methods which he had applied in 
Austria “ have already begun” in the 
Protectorate as well. 

Could more Jews have been saved, 
I asked Mr. Stopford. He replied 


that before the outbreak of the war 
there had been still some 17,000 Jews 
who had been eligible under his 
rescue scheme for emigration. “ But 
we could not get them out because

“ Dr. Buzhminski, you knew it was 
a death train, didn’t you; why did 
you enter these cars?” the prosecu- 
tor asked another witness.

They had prepared 
us for months on end, so that on 
hearing their very voices we began 
shaking and trembling. It Was a

NEW ERA IN ZIONISM? 


Optimism follows Mr. Sharett’s election

At this meeting of the Council the

Obsolete problems 


He charged our enemies abroad 
with trying to push Soviet Jews into 
national isolation by dragging out 
“ obsolete national problems like old 


rubbish ” and said that today these 


anti-Soviet propagandists 
become uninvited defenders of Sovict- 
Jewish writers,” viewing “with dis- 
taste the fact that our works are 
translated into Russian and published 
in very large editions.” 

The facts show: Vergelis claims, 
that never before had the Jews been 
so fused with their country as they 
now were in the Soviet Union. _ He 
questioned “the rules of morality,” 
whereby Jeaders of Jewish commuini- 
ties abroad considered it almost their 
bounden duty to concern themselves 
with Soviet Jews: They “closed” 
synagogues that remained open and 
demanded fundamental rights for 
Jews in the U.S.S.R. and their own 
“cultural organisation.” 

In this they were endeavouring “ to 
dictate to the Jews living in the Soviet 
Union rules to guide them in their 
social and cultural life,” divorce them 
from the family of brotherly peoples, 
and deprive them “ of the high calling 
of builders of Communism” 

He claimed that Jews in the Soviet 


Union were guaranteed full and 
adequate right under the constitution. 
They did not require help from 
abroad to satisfy their cultural 
requirements. “True, we make no 


big fuss about our cultural achieve- 


ments, for we «believe that. our 
achi¢évements speak for themselves.” 

These “achievements”. are; how- 
ever, only briefly noted at the end of 
the article. Vergelis -mentions a 
100-member choir in Riga; “our 
many jewish . dramatic societies 
which could “in Leningrad and Vilna, 
for .éxample, be. justly. called 
proper theatre.” and the. “galaxy ~ 
of professional Jewish singers and 
reciters. 


No. sneers 
“Can anyone imagine so. large.

to Soviet Jewish literature, which in 
recent years has found its way to the 
millions of Russian readers-—-not to 
mention Yiddish editions, which go 
Jewish readers, too.””

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R. MOSHE SHARETT'S election to the 

Chairmanship of the Jewish Agency in 

Jerusalem — reflects significant. develop- 
ments in Israeli political life which are bound to 
have repercussions jin the Diaspora. It can best 
be understood as a sequel to the “ Lavon affair” 
and the growing opposition to. Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
policies and leadership both inside and outside 
his own party. 


Mr, Sharett ‘s still a powerful figure in Israeh 
politics: his standing inside. his own party, 
Mapai. is considerable, perhaps second only to 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. He is widely respected outside 
his own party and regarded in some circles as a 


desirable coalition leader: For the past five years 


Mr. Ben-Gurion has succeeded in excluding Mr. 
Sharett from all major political posts; the 
changed balance of forces inside Mapai caused 
by the “ Lavon affair” has given Mr. Sharett his 
present opportunity. 


The role and functions of the Zionist movement 
‘and. the institutions under jts care are one of 
the points of conflict between Mr. Ben-Gurion 
and his critics. In his drive to streamline the 
complicated political and -economic. structure 


which Israel. inherited on achieving Statehood, — 


the Israel Premier has proposed drastic curtail- 
ment of the réle of Zionist institutions, and their 
replacement. by direct contact between the 
Diaspora and the State wherever possible. He 


has also been an outstanding opponent of inter-

ference by Diaspora Zionists in Israel's internal 
politics. Mr. Sharett’s election, with the active 
support of Df. Goldmann, represents a check 
to Mr. Ben-Gurion’s plans and the probable 
maintenance of the status quo. 


The new exccutive is pledged to strengthen 
the Zionist Organisation in general and to main- 
tain its special status—and virtual extraterri- 
toriality—in Israel. It has rejected a proposal 


by the outgoing Treasurer, Dr. Dov Joseph, to 


curtail: expenditure on Zionist activities in the 


Diaspora in order to concentrate all available 


funds on work in Israel. 


So far, however, the coalition has given little 


~ 


inkling of: its positive programme. for’ dealing 


with the crisis which has beset the Ziontst move- 
ment ever since the ‘State was established. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s drastic proposals are, after all, one 


way of meeting the problem-—-his opponents stil . 


rely on outdated slogans. In the past both Dr. 
Goldmann and Mr, Sharett have criticised the 
party system inside the Diaspora Zionist move- 
ment. Neither, however, has thought it. neces- 
sary to propose any reforms at this stage, and 
it is by ‘no means certain that they will do so, 
since this would alienate many of those upon 
whose. support they rely. If the best that Dr. 
Goldmann can prescribe is “the .mixture as 
before,” the coalition will not retain the good

SOVIET APOLOGETICS 


The. apologia for Soviet. Jewish policy in the 


* Soviet Weekly,” which is summarised elsewhere - 
in this issue, is gratifying not because it can be 


accepted but solely because it demonstrates the 


growing sensitivity of the Soviet authorities to. 


Western criticism of their. treatment of Jews. Any 
visitor to. the Soviet ‘Union will know. that the 
Jews are as far from assimilation as ever. Quite 


apart from the half million who declared Yiddish » 


to be their native tongue in the last census and 
hhe Oriental Jews who remain culturally distinct 
from the Moslems among whom they live, the 
average Russian-speaking Jew retains a, distinct 


fdentity. He has a rich tradition of his own ; 


he has strong feelings of identification with Jews 


all the world over; he js -Suspicious. of the 


authorities. and his non-Jewish neighbouirs alike 
following his bitter experience of persecution by 
the Communist authorities: from which his “full 
and adequate ri hts under the Soviet constitu- 
tion did not piotect him. That. individual Jews 
manage to succeed in certain technical or cultural 
fields in no way alters this. Mr. Vergilis is entitled 


to his views on religion just. as we have ours on. 
State-worship. But he is less than candid when | 


he denies that synagogues have been closed and 
religion persecuted.

THE FALASHAS: ARE 
_ THEY JEWS? 


In an article elsewhere in this. issue, Professor 
Norman Bentwich urges that the Jewish com- 
munity should help the Falashas of Ethiopia, 
who: call themselves the House of Israel. The 
quesuon has been raised whether they are Jews 
tothe help of other Jews, 
It should be said first that their religion is not 
Judaism, as we know it, but rather a Mosaic 
form, which was brought to Ethiopia before the 
Mishna.and the Talmud were composed. They 
carry out Iiterally the Bible commands about the 
Sabbath, the Passover, the Day of Atonement, 
and ritual cleanliness. They believe in a universal 
God, in the coming of the Messiah, and in the 
return of the Children of Israel.to the Holy Land. 
They have no Hebrew and read their scriptures 
in a classical Ethiopian tongue. Some argue 
that they are descendants of Ethiopians who 
were converted by Jewish missionaries before. or 
in the early centuries of,.the Christian era, and 
who later resisted conversion to Christianity. It 
may be that ethnically they are not pure Jews-— 
if such a thing exists—and that they have 
both Semitic and. Hamitic—or African—racia] 
Strains. A similar doubt may be raised about 
other Jewish communities of India, the Yemen, 
and indeed Russia, because of Chazar_inter- 
muxture. What matters is that this remnant have

The new executive is pledged to strengthen 
the Zionist Organisation in general and to main- 
tain its special status—and virtual extraterri- 
toriality—in Israel. It has rejected a proposal 
by the outgoing Treasurer, Dr. Dov Joseph, to 
curtail expenditure on Zionist activities in the 
Diaspora in order to concentrate all available 
funds on work tn. Israel. 


So far, however, the coalition has given little 


inkling of -its positive programme. for dealing 
with the crisis which has beset the Zionist move- 
ment ever since the State was,established. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s drastic. proposals are, after all, one 
way of meeting the problem—his opponents stil 
rely on outdated slogans. In the past both Dr. 
Goldmann and Mr. Sharett have criticised the 
party system inside the Diaspora Zionist move- 


ment.. Neither, however, has thought it neces- 


sary to propose any reforms at this stage, and 
it is by no means certain that they will do so, 
since this would alienate many of those upon 
whose support they rely. Jf the best that Dr. 
Goldmann can prescribe is “the mixture as 
before,” the coalition will not retain the good 
will—in Israel and abroad—with which it begins 
its term of office. | 


SOVIET APOLOGETI CS: 


The apologia for Soviet Jewish .policy in. the 
* Soviet Weekly,” which js summarised: elsewhere 
in this issue, is gratifying not because it can. be 
accepted but solely because it. demonstrates the 
growing sensitivity, of the Soviet authorities to 
Western criticism of their treatment of Jews. Any 
visitor to the Soviet Union will know. that the 
Jews are as far from assimilation as ever. Quite 
apart from the half million who declared Yiddish 
to be their native tongue in the last census and 


the Oriental Jews who remain culturally distinct 


from the Moslems among whom they live, the 
average Russian-speaking Jew retains a distinct 
identity. He has a rich tradition of own; 


he has strong. feelings of identification with Jews. 


all the world over; he js suspicious of the 
authorities: and his. non-Jewish neighbours alike 
following his bitter experience of persecution. by

_ the Communist authorities. from which. his “ full 


and adequate rihts under the Soviet constitu- 
tion” did not piotect him. That individual Jews 
manage to succeed in certain technical or cultural 
fields in no way. alters this. Mr. Vergilis is entitled 
to his views on religion just as we have ours on 
State-worship. -But he is less than candid when 
he denies that synagogues have been closed and 
religion persecuted. A few years ago when reports 
were published. in these columns and elsewhere 


of the persecution of the Jews during the late. 


1940s and early 1950s they were denounced by 
Soviet apologists in much the same terms as Mr. 
Vergilis uses today. Later statements by the 


Soviet authorities disclosed that these accusations 


were unfortunately all too true. The. position 
of Soviet Jewry must be kept before the eyes of 
the world. until the basic Soviet policies on this 
question have been revised. 


THE FALASHAS: ARE 
THEY JEWS? 


-In an article elsewhere. in this. issue, Professor 
Norman. Bentwich urges that the Jewish com- 
munity should help the Falashas of Ethiopia, 
‘Who call themselves the House of Israel. The 
question has been. raised whether they are Jews 
who.have.a.claim. to the help of other Jews. 
It should be said first that their religion is: not 
Judaism, as we Know it, but rather a Mosaic 
form, which was brought to Ethiopia before the 
Mishna and the Talmud were composed. They 
carry out literally the Bible commands about the 
Sabbath, the Passover, the Day of Atonement, 
and ritual cleanliness. They believe in a universal 
God, in the coming of the Messiah, and in the 
return of the Children of Israel to the Holy Land. 
They have no Hebrew and read their scriptures 
in a classical Ethiopian tongue. Some argue 
that they are descendants of Ethiopians who 
were converted by Jewish missionaries before. or 
in the early centuries of, the Christian era, and 
who later resisted conversion to Christianity. It 
may be that ethnically they are not pure Jews— 
if such a thing exists—and that they have 
both Semitic and Hamitie—or African—racia! 
6traius. A similar doubt may be raised about 
other Jewish communities of India, the Yemen, 
and indeed Russia, because of Chazar_ inter- 
mixture. What matters is that this remnant have 
resisted for centuries the efforts of Christian 
emperors to force them to accept Christianity, 


that they have preserved faithfully their ancient 
tradition, and that they ardently wish to be linked 
with the rest of the House of Israel.. They are, 
too, in great need of educational and medical 
help, and the Christian missionaries oller teachers 
and doctors. In these days of Jewish ‘revival 
we. should do something for one.of the- most 
picturesque lost tribes of Israel, help to bring 
them back to the fold, teach them our Judaism. 
In that work Anglo-Jewry should have its fair 
part. |

MAX FACTORIES 
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HEALTHY

F anyone had ever told me that 

1 would go voluntarily into a 

temperature of nearly 200 
degrees Fahrenheit—and like it—l 
would have thought them mad. But 
that is exactly what I did in the 
heart of London the other day. It 
was not an isolated heat-wave ; it 
was. the Finnish version of. a 
Turkish bath—the sauna, 


Those in charge of the sauna 
would be quick to point out that 
it is nothing like a Turkish bath. 
For one thing the heat is dry and 
one can enter a room 
heated to nearly blood heat with- 
out even feeling unduly hot! 

This, mn fact, is exactly what the 
burly affable manager, Peter Col- 
lings, told: me when I arrived— 
slightly apprehensive—for my first- 
ever sauna. “‘ We've never yet had 
anybody faint,’ he assured me 
cheerily; Privately I thought that 
there might yet be a first that very 


hap —but I stifled my fears and got 
undressed, 


A few minutes later dressed in a 
large towel, I joined three other 


‘ similarly-clad women in the sauna 


itself. To call the sauna a bath is 
a misnomer. There is not a drop 


of water in sight (unless you can 


count the beads of sweat on the 
bathers’ skin).

A few dazed half-skeletons, 
wearing striped pyjamas, climbed on 
to our jeep and guided us to the 
edge of a wood where there was a 
small muddy. area that we. first 
thought was a .swamp. It. was -a 
digging place. 

Alongside lay two short rails, and 
across the rails were logs for burning. 
Cinders and bones were still there. 
The survivors showed us two long 
poles with hooks on the end, used for 
pulling bodies out of the mass graves 
so that they could be burned. . Such 
were the long hooks described by Dr. 
Wells in his testimony. This I had 
seen myself, 

Yes, it was hard to believe. For 
the nice Jewish girl from Minnesota 
it is hard to believe even today. For 
the Arabs in Egypt and Jordan it is 
still easier to believe that the Jews 
have a secret plot to rule the world. 

Is it merely, then, a matter of 


holocaust, 


reputation that is the subject of this 
trial ?.. A question. of whether the 
young Israelis will think. worse or 
better of the Jews. outside, will think 
of them as cowards or as: fighters ? 
A question-.of whether the Gentile 
world will think better-or worse of 
the Jews. or whether the Arabs will 
be foolish enough to. believe in a 
disproven myth of Jewish. world 
dominance ?

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LORD ATTLEE’S MEMOIRS

A Prime Minister Remembers. By 
Francis WitLiaAMs. Heinemann. 21s. 


At the end of this. annotated 
memoir and tape-recorded table-talk 
Mr. Williams tells us that among the 
letters which pleased Mr. Attlee on 
his retirement from the Premiership 
was one from Mr. St. Laurent, the 
Canadian Prime Minister, enclosing a 
newspaper clipping in which the 
British leader was described as “in 
many ways the beau ideal of Prime 
Ministers.” A Johnson may well 
endorse the flattery of a Boswell, 
and a Prime Minister a testimonial 
reported by his former P.R.O. But 
this is really too much. ’ 

History has already moved far 
enough since 1945 for Lord Attlee's 
performance to 
rather more objectivity than either his 
contemporaries or he himself has 
been able to offer in the two books 
of memoirs. The judgment of history 
will be, I believe, that Attlee did’ well 
when the tide flowed. in his favour, 
badly when he had to battle against 
the stream. In.that sense, he falls 
far short. of -the greatness of a 
Churchill, a Disraeli, or a Gladstone, 
As — for being the beau ideal. af 
Premiers. such can hatdly be the des- 


cription of one who both. in victory 


and defeat seemed wholly without 
style. “Its a> remarkable fact that 
alone among the Prime Ministers of 


the past oundred vears, Attlee never 
uttered’ a memorable phrase.

His psychological approach 
in 1945 was still that of a young man 
who went to do good work among 
the Stepney poor as a member of his 


‘Haileybury Mission. He never really 


understood that the Jews are a stiff- 
necked people who don't like to be 
condescended to. 

What Attlee, the public-school 
‘man, thought about the Jews and Mr. 
Truman, he left Bevin, the earthy 
worker, to express. It is only now in 
“A Prime Minister Remembers” that 
we can see a glimmering of the 
Labour Prime Minister’s own share in 
the Palestinian débacle, Attlee reveals 
himself in this book, as he often did 


in political life, as a man who lacked 


charity. His treatment of Morrison 
-——the Crown Prince who never 


became king—and his harshness to a 
number of Junior Ministers whom he 
found inadequate is scarcely coun- 
tered by his indulgence: towards a 
number of his promotions who later 
defected from the Party. Utterly dog- 
matic in his attachment to his. values. 
he was ruthless to those who 
challenged them, 

The net effect of Mr. Williams’ 
book is one of an unjustified self- 
satisfaction on behalf both -of. the 
chronicler and the chronicled. It is no 
mean honour to have been Prime 
Minister and Chairman of the Party 
which ushered in the Welfare State.. 
It is less obviously meritorious to 
have left as a national legacy a dis 
rupted [Labour Party, the dilemma of 


German rearmament, and the con- 


fession that when the atom bomb was 
dropped the. British Prime Minister 
was ignorant of its potential genetic 
consegucneces, 


KAFKA MANUSCRIPTS 


When Franz Kafka died in 1924 at 
the age of 41, he left- instructions to 
his close friend Max Brod that all his 
manuscripts should be destroyed 
unread. Fortunately -Dr. Brod 
showed his devoted friendship and 
literary insight by acting otherwise. 
He carefully edited the posthumous 
publication of Kafka’s works; and 
as editor and biographer he con- 
tributed to. the ever’ growing recog- 
nition of Kafka’s importance in the 


literature and thought of the modern 


world. 
When Hitler's troops entered 
Prague in March,. 1939, Dr. Brod 


escaped to Palestine. He took with 
him. Kafka's manuscripts, which he 
deposited in the archives of. the 
Schocken Library in Jerusalem. After 
the war further unpublished material 
from. these papers was included in 
new editions of: Kafka’s collected 
works, edited by Brod and published 
by Schocken. | 

At the time.of. the Suez crisis in 
1956. the -late. Salman Schocken 
decided. to transfer these manuscripts 
to Switzerland. where they. were kept 
in a Ziirich bank. Finally, just a 
month ago, on. the 
Kafkis niece. Mrs. Marianna. Steiner. 
these precious _manuscripts. (which 
sull contain some unpublished 


material) were deposited in the Bod- 


lean Library, Oxford. -.

The new issue of the Year Book tn 
Isracl is always an event. This one, 
with 541 pages, is about the - usual 
size. vet it is a shortened version of 
the original Hebrew text. On_ the 
other hand. the English edition goes 
to Press later and is thus. more up to 
date (for example, about the Security 
Council debates and about the Eich- 
mann trial) than the Hebrew edition. 

The Year Book opens with a long 
review by the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, entitled “Towards a 
New World.” which deals with the 
Asian and African States. It has much 
useful historical and stattstical 
material, and it is amazing that the 


Prime Minister should have found 
time to write it. Another. special 
article is) on “Immigration and 
‘Absorption of Immigrants” during 


the first twelve years of the State of 
which analyses the muilion 
immigrants who came in and pornts 
out that many have not yet fully 
established themselves,

As usual, the Year Book is divided 
into sections for each Ministry. One 
of the most interesting sections 1s that 
on the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, 
which is undergoing a rapid expan- 
sion to keep up with all the newly 


created States. At the end of 1960 
isracl was represented tn 77 different 


countries, with a permanent mission 
to -the U.S. New York and a 
permanent delegation to the U.N. in 
Geneva. Of these 79° missions. 61 
were residential: Similarly, of 48 
countries represented in Israel. 34 had 
residential diplomatic missions, Of 
the countries where Israel is_ repre- 
sented, twelve are in Asia and 14 in 
Africa. 

Year Book we ‘see that, 
at the end of 1960, Israel's: energetic 
Government Tourist Corporation had 
helped towards raising the number of 
toursts to Israel to over 100,000 a 
year from the maximum. of 40,000 a 
year under the British. Mandate. 

Among the. information services, 
the State Radio-plays a remarkable 
part. At the end of the Mandate it 
was broadcasting 14 hours a day in 
three languages; jit now broadcasts 
32 hours a day (over 200 hours a 
week) in 16 languages. There are 
now four programmes involving some 
12.000 hours. of broadcasting a- year. 
which imposes..a. voracious. demand 
lor new broadcasting. material. . The 
State Radio News Division naturally 
plays a central rile in the service. 
producing bulletins in 16 languages.

To us as Jews, the German 
problem, more than any other con- 
temporary problem, taxes our capa- 
city for objectivity most painfully. As 
the late Professor Namier once 
observed, he had five million reasons 
why he did not want to go to Ger- 
many.

tells us that it is fruitless to think that 


Germany is static and that the situa- 
“tion can be resolved by holding a

One of the leading economists in 
Israel, Mr: Naphtalj was. for several 
years Chairman of ‘the Supreme 
Economic Council and the author of

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New Light on a Mystery Man 


N the past few years, teams of Israeli archeologists, armed with ropes 
and ladders, mine detectors, penknives, and all the tools of the trade 
have been unearthing letters and documents, clothes and pottery, 
sandals, costumes, and even skeletons that help to make our history live. 
From the air, skilled experts focus their cameras on the strange earth 
formations which may give them a clue to the “treasure” buried 


beneath the surface of the ground.

All the evidence that has been 
unearthed, -pieced together, and 
deciphered . by experts. has helped 
to increase our knowledge of the 


people who lived in the times of 


the Bible, their homes and their 
customs, their costumes. and their 
festive occasions. | 
Even this. month, letters. have 
been: opened which throw a new 
light on Bar Kochba, one of the 
our great 
leaders and one of the most gallant. 
Bar Kochba lived nearly 2,000 


years ago when. Palestme was 
under the- rule of the Roman 
‘Emperor Hadrian. Two genera- 


tions earlier the Romans had des- 
troyed. the city of Jerusalem and 
the Temple and relations between 
the Romans. and their Jewish 
colony. were hostile. To restore 
peace, Hadrian granted permission 
for the rebuilding of Jerusalem and 
the Temple. 


Going underground 


From all. over Palestine . Jews 
sent . generous contributions. to 
help rebuild the Temple. But the 
Samaritans, who were enemies of 


the Jews, conspired against. the 
plan. . They. persuaded Hadrian 


that the rebuilding of Jerusalem 
would encourage the Jews to revolt 
against Rome. The Emperor 
decided to cancel his plan. 


This’ decision, and also a. law 


which denitd the Jews the right to 


circumcise. \their children. angered 
the people. They began to make 
plans for an underground war. In 
the caves of the Judean mountains, 
they tunneled underground pas- 
sages where they could store food 
and weapons. | 


Nobody knows°very much about 


Bar Kochba’s early life or about 
his parentage.. But when Rabbi 
Akiba (the famous teacher who was 


later imprisoned. by the Romans 


for teaching in public) saw the 
warrior, he declared at once that 
Bar Kochba was a leader anointed 
by God. “There shall step forth 
a star out of Jacob,” he 
(Numbers xxiv, 17). So the soldier 
from Koziba became known as 
Bar Kochba-—son. of a star. 

News of the anointed leader 


Spread rapidly. Jews from different 


countries, as well as Samaritans 
and other heathens, rallied under 
his banner. In the first two years 


of. war, from 132-134 Bar 
Kochba’s army captured fifty 
Roman strongholds, including 


several cities... 

Bar Kochba, who had taken the 
title of Prince, grew boastful. “ O 
Lord,” he said, “if Thou refuse to 
help us, at least abstain from help- 
ing our enemy and victory will be 
ours,” 

In the meantime, the Emperor 
Hadrian summoned Julius Severus, 


the fierce Roman Governor from 
Britannia and ordered him to crush - 


the rebellion. After careful plan- 
ning the Romans launched their 
campaign. Jewrsh soldiers were 
pushed back from stronghold after 
stronghold. | 

From recently discovered letters 


we know that Bar Kochba was a 


Stern commander-in-chief who 
demanded a high sense of. duty 
from soldiers and civilians alike. 

“The people of Ein Gedi. are 
sitting at their ease eating and 
drinking of the property of the 
house of Israel,” he wrote in a 
letter written in Hebrew demand- 
ing supplies for the army. - 

For one whole year, Bar Kochba 
and his troops were beseiged in the 
city of Bethar—their last strong- 
hold. Finally the city, starving and

More. than forty thousand people 
watched the opening of the Hapoel 
seventh international sports rally and 
floodlit pageant at Adramat Gan 
Stadium, on Sunday.

Sik,—It ‘seems to me that recent 
economic developments indicate that 
Israel can and must attract Jewish 
investment capital which would 
benefit our young State as well as the 
investors.

More- 
over, a flow of Jewish capital into 
Israel means immigration of Jewish 
capitalists, qualified specialists, , and 
workers, skilled and unskilled, All 
this is the ABC of political economy. 

Has not the time arrived for a 
radical change in our attitude to 
Israel? It is self evident that one 
cannot attract foreign capital while 


begging for charitable contributions. - 


Is it not high time for a radical change 
in all Zionist activities and particu- 
larly in propaganda ? It 1s no longer 
a paradox that chalutzic aliya, which 
was SO essential in the past, is today 
a stumbling block to the healthy 
growth of the State and a hindrance 
to the inflow of useful immigrants, 
and we must ask are not all the fund- 
raising campaigns beginning to be 
more harmful than useful?
